He wrote a communication to the sena- 
tors in which he first said that he “re- 
turned their resignations for further con- 
sideration,” as their action might have 
been taken in’ the heat of debate and 
without full consideration of the effects 
upon the people. In the closing para- 
Braphs of his letter, however, the gover- 
ror unequivocally ‘declines to accept” 
the resignations. His reasons may be ‘put 
in a few words. A canvass between thew 
would result in bitterness, stir up the 
people just at a period when they are get- 
. ting together for the material progress of 
the stpte and would be a campaign of 
Fersonalities instead of education.

I respectfully .return your resigna- 
tions that you may have mvre time 
for ser‘ous consideration of the effects 
upon the people of this state-of this 
action on ycur part. The commission 
which. you hold is the highest compli- 
ment and testimonial which tho people 
of this state can pay to one of its 
citizens. It is possible that you have 

en this step hastily in the heat of 
debate and without due reefiction of 
Ahe consequences to the people who 
have so signally honored you. 

It was only last vear that our om 
had the paritement and turmoi) inci- 
dent to a campaign and in another 
year we will be in the midst of further 
political strife. The reople are en- 
titled to one year of peace and freedom 
from political battles and bitterness. 
The ‘indications are that a cainpaign 
such as would be precipitat2:d by va-

Trenton, S. C., May 31.—Senator Tillman 
was seen here this afternoon and in- 
formed of the action of Governor.

I wished to resign last winter when 1] 
was 80 crmeny, assailed, for the taunts 
and sneers that met my efforts to 
benefit South Carolina nearly drove 
me distracted. I will withdraw my 
resignation as Governor McSweeney 
has requested, because I appreciate 
the pate motives in shielding the 
people of this state from strife and bit- 
terness. 

I have been rejoicing in the coming 
opportunity to vindicate myseir. I in- 
tend to speak on such invitations as I 
did at Gaffney when possible, and I 
will not consént to any interference by 
Senator Tilltman or anybody else. I de- 
Sire, where the people wish it, to 
Speak afid fender an account of mv. 
stewardship. The people have a right 
to tiuis and it is but just to me. 

After making my speech at New- 
berry I will take mrs. McLaurin north 
for treatment and will not make any 
more arrangements to speak until af- 
ter we return. I hope now I will be let 
alone and that there will be no fur- 
ther newspaper notoriety, as it is nau-

McLaurin. Wants To “Crawfish.” 

Charleston, 8..C., May 31.—(Spectal.)— 
Senator McLaurin’'s statement today that 
he would follow the suggestion of Gov- 
ernor McSweeney and withdraw his let- 
ter of resignation has been severely criti- 
cised in Charleston tonight. He has lost 
by his speech. According to the Charles- 
ton view of the situation, the two sena- 
tors entered a*compact to resign and 
McLaurin has no legal power to with- 
draw his name without the consent of 
Tillman.

On the other hand, the brief statement 
wired here Inte tonight from Senator Till- 
man is interpreted to mean that he will 
stick to his first step and will force the 
governor to accept the resignations. He 
savs McSweeney cannot do otherwise. 
The practical admission of weakness from 
McLaurin by ‘his statement has made 
him lose ground, while ‘the determined 
stand of Tillman is commended. There 
is no desire on the part of the people

STATISTICS ON POPULATION. 
First Half of Final Census Report 
Issued. 


Washington, 


the final census report on the popula- 
tion, showing the aggregate population 
of the United States and territories. 

This report comprises about 500 pages 
of the final report on population of the 
United States. The other portion of the 
final report on population will be issued 
during the early fall, putting the entire 
volume in the hands of the public at 
least four years in advance of any pre- 
vious census. 3 

The volume shows that excluding the 
District of Columbia, Rhode Island, with 
407 inhabitants to the square mile in 1900, 
is the most densely settled state in the 
union, whiJe Massachusetts comes next, 
with not quite 349 inhabitants’ to the 
square mile. New. Jersey, with a little 
more than 250 inhabitants to the square 
mile, is the third state in point of densi- 
ty of population, while Connecticut, with 
somewhat more than 187 inhabitants to 
the square mile, occupies fourth place. 
Four other states hgve more than 100 
inhabitants to the square mile in 1900, 
namely, New York, with 152.6 inhabitants; 
Pennsylvania, with 102 inhabitants; Mary- 
land, with 120.5 inhabitants, and Ohio, 
with 102 inhabitants to the square mile. 

Alaska has. on the average, but one- 
tenth of a person to the square mile. Wy- 
oming has not quite one inhabitant to 
the square mile, while Arizona, New Mex- 
ico, Montana and Idaho have less than 
two persons to the square mile. 

The newly acquired territory of Hawail 
shows an average density of population 
of not quite twenty-four persons, ranking 
in this respect between Maine, with 23.2 
persons, and Arkansas, with 24.7 persons 
to the square mile. 


LOOMIS TIRED OF VENEZUELA. 


It’s Admitted That the Minister 
Will Not Return. 

Washington, May 31.—It is officially 
admitted that Minister Loomis will not 
return to Venezuela. There are two rea- 
sons for this decision. In the first place, 
Mr. Loomis has suffered in health at 
his uncongenial post, and in the second 
place, the president is not disposed to 
expose him again to the attacks he has 
suffered in Venezuela as a result of tha 
execution of the orders of the state de- 
partment. a 

Mr. Loomis, who is now in Europe 
seeking to recuperate, will be given an- 
other diplomatic post as soon as a suita- 
ble place can be found. Mean while Mr. 
Russell will remain in charge of the 
United States legation at Caracas for a 
period of time not yet determined upon, 
but likely to be fixed by the attitude of 
the Venezuclan government. 


WILD DASH OF TROLLEY CARS.

PLATT. AMENOMENT 


Cubans Put Too Many ‘““Whereases’’ 
to Amendment To Suit Wash- 
ington—Notice of Rejec- 
tion Served on Cuban 
Convention.

Washington, Mey 31.—The _ administra- 
tion has decided that the action of the 
Cuban constitutional convention in ac- 
cepting the terms of the Platt amend- 
ment, with modifications and interpreta- 
tions of its own, was not “substantial” 
compliance with our terms within the 
meaning of the amendment, and Secre- 
tary Root will convey this intelligence to 
the convention. 

The decision was reached at the cabinet 
meeting today. The meeting lasted over 
an hour and a half and had been pre- 
ceded by an hour's conference. between 
the president. and Senator Platt, of Con- 
necticut, and. Senator Lodge, of Massa- 
chusetts. As the author ef the amend- 
ment, the president desired to learn the 
views ef Senator Piatt, and also those of 
Senator Lodge, who is one of the infiu- 
ential members of the committee on, for- 
eign relations. ; 

At the cabinet meeting Secretary Root 
took the position that the interpretations 
of the Platt amendment contained in the 
constitution adopted by the convention, 
andthe ‘“‘Whereases’’ appended to it went 
outside, of a fair interpretation of its 
meaning and were unacceptable. In this 
view the cabinet concurred. 

Next Step of McKinley. . 

When asked as t6’ what would he .the 
next step of the government, after the 
Cuban convention had been notified of 
the rejection of its action, one of the 
members of the cabinet said that the 
government could do nothing further un- 
- til the convention again acted, that as 
long as the conditions) "of the Platt 
amendment were on’ the «statute’ books 
compliance with them ‘nust precede owt 
relinquishment of: coxtrol over the island. 

The cabinet held that the amendments 
and interpretations and the wealth 
Whereases riaced by the Cuban conven- 
tion upon the Cuban amendment amountr- 
ed to a practical modification of the 
Platt amendment, such as was beyond 
the power of this governmert to accept. 
“ne message of rejection sent to General 
Wood advises the Cubans, in unqualified 
language, that there is nc power resting 
in the United States government to 
change the terms of the Platt amend- 
ment, and that this government insists 
on the acceptance of the Platt amend- 
ment without amendment or qualifica- 
tion. The Cuban convention jis still In 
session, and the mesage of rejection will 
be delivered to it immedately. The ad- 
ministration is confident that the Cubans 
will understand the exact attitude of 
this government and make a satisfac- 
tory acceptance within a reasonabie pe- 
riod, 

There is a great deal of addenda !n the 
way of explanation and interpretation 
in the report of the committee on rela- 
tions which’ has-been adopted at Ha- 
vana that is wholly unsatisfactory to 
the president, and also to those who have 
been consulting with him, but there ts an 
‘earnest desire to reach the best possible 
 results.. ~ 


Some Objectionable Featurcs, 


f the interpretation is the addition of 
he words saying that the action of the 
United States is an amplification of the 
Monroe doctrine. It is emphatically 
Stated by some of those who have been 
present at tne conferences that the Mon- 
roe doctrine has nothing whatever to do 
with the present situation in Cuba. 

Three other points in which the action 
of the Cuban constitutional convention 
is regarded as unsatisfactory relate, it 
is said, to coaling stations, sanitation and 
intervention. The Cuban convention took 
from the coaling stations paragraph of 
the Platt amendment its obligatory char- 


government, in its judgment, to allow the 
United States to possess coaling or naval 
stations. The United States will insist 
on an absolute agreement to grant us 
-these coaling stations: With respect to 
sanitation, the Cubans do hot agree to 
carry out plans already, devised, and <n 
accepting the Platt amendment modifv its 
provisions as to change them consider- 
ably. In the matter of intervention, our 
objection is that the Cubans have so 
changed this vitally important part of 
the Platt amendment as to make our 
right to intervene an ambiguous and 
doubtful m¢.tter, whereas we insist on a 
straight, unequivocal acknoWledgment of 
our right to intervene when in our judg- 
ment intervention is necessary to assure 
Cuban independence or a stable govern- 
ment. 
No Decision About Philippines. 


The cabinet was unable to reach any 
conclusions as to the Philippine tariff sit- 
uation as affected by the recent insular 
decisions of the supreme court. Attorney 
General Knox will make a careful exam- 
-ination of the language of the decisions 
at once ‘and ascertain their exact bearing 
on the tariff between this country and the 
Philippines. He then will state to the 
president and his advisers the powers now 
vested in the government in dealing with 
this subject. There was little discussion 
of this matter owing to the general lack 
of clear urderstanding as to the real 
effect of the: decisions. ‘Mr. Knox may 
report his conclusions On the subject at 
the next cabinet meeting and t}obably 
also will discuss the results of his exam- 
ination of the opinions of the court with 
the president individually. Meanwhile, 
disctssion of the need of an extra ses- 
sion was deferred, as consideration of the 
question of an extra session was regarded 
as premature at this time.

Decision of United States Causes 
Great Surprise 


They Do Not Believe, in View of the 
‘Closeness of Vote, That the 
Cqnvention Will Recon- 
sider Its Former 
Action. 


Havana, May 31t.—The decision of the 
United States government not to accept 
the Cuban constitution as adopted by the 
Havana convention caused great surorise 
and keen disappointment to those mem- 
bers of the convention who voted in fa- 
vor of the constitution as adopted. 

Two leading conservatives, who were 
interviewed tonight on the subject, said 
in substance that they had reason to sup- 
pose that the constitution would be ac- 
ceptable to Washington and that other- 
wise they would not have voted for the 
majority report as submitted. They also 
pointed out that in order to avoii a pos- 
sibility of rejection the majority report 
had been changed at the last moment 
by striking out the interpretation at the 
end of the ciauses and putting these in 
the form of a resolution by themselves, 
thus accepting the Platt amendment as 
passed by congress. 

“It is true,’’ said one of the conserva- 
tives in question, “that the com- 
mittee’s interpretations of the ex- 
planations of the Teller reagolution, which 


and Secretary Root, 
Washington ecommission’s report, were 
included with the Platt amendment as 2n 
appendix to the constitution; but when 
We voted on the report it was with but 
one purpose in view, namely, to accept 
the Platt amendment.”’ 

Both delegates expressed regret that a 
misunderstanding had arisen and said 
they doubted that the convention would 
now reconsider this action, as the fight 
had been hot, the victory had been won 
by only—one-—vote, and those who had 
tried to do their duty toward their zoun- 
try had been bitterly assailed as traitors 
and perjurers.

RIOTERS WERE MOWED OWN. 


Bloody Work Done by Soldiers of 
the Czar. 

London, May 31.—According to a dis- 
patch reteived from St. Petersburg to- 
day it appears that the conflict at Alex- 
androvsky, in thg vicinity of St. Peters- 
burg. between the strikers at the Obu- 
ichoff iron works and the authorities, May 
20th, when about 3,500 rioters attacked 
the police, had much more serious results 
than was admitted in the police report 
of the affair issued May 2lst. 

It was then said that after twelve of 
the pplice had been injured they were 
re-enforced by soldiers, who fired three 
volleys, killing two men and wounding 
seven. The relatives of the strikers de- 
clare that forty of the men were killed 
and that 150 others were wounded. A re- 
liable witness says he saw four van loads 
of wounded persons covered with blood 
and another spectator declares he saw 
two tug loads of wounded taken to the 


hospital. 


Passed Bark in Distress. 

London, May 31.—The North Germaa 
Llovd steamer H. H. Meier reported upon 
her arrival at Bremen having passed the 
‘Norwegian bark Felicitas, Captain Ander- 
son, from Carrabelle, Fila., April 2d; via 
Queenstown May 2ist, for Aberdeen, on 
‘May 27th. The bark had a strong list 
and was apparently full of water, but 
did not ask for help. 


Both Colonels Reprimanded. 

Manila, May 31.—The result of the 
Goodrell court of inquiry is that both 
Lieutenant Colonel Mancil C. Goodrell 
and Colonel Henry C. Cochrane have 
been severely reprimanded by Rear Ad- 
miral Rodgers. Goodrell has been or- 
dered to -command the marine brigade 
and Cochrane has been ordered to the 
United States. 


Queen Wilhelmina in Berlin. 


Berlin, May 31.—Queen Wilhelmina and 
her husband, the prince of the Nether- 
lands, witnessed the emperor’s review of 
the Berlin garrison today. The queen af- 
terwards drove to the royal castle with 
the empress, the emperor riding at the 
head of the First Guards regiment with 
the prince of the Netherlands on his 


right hand.

Barbed Wire, Pieces of Harness 
and Some Hay Forks. 
California Holds New 
Lynching Record. 


Bieber, Cal.. May 31.—Details have been 
received here of. the lynching of five men 
at Lookout, Modoc county, early this 
morning. The lynched were Calvin Hall, 
seventy-two years of age; his three half 
breed sons, Frank, James and Martin, 
aged respectively twenty-six, nineteen and 
sixteen, and B. D. Yantis, aged twenty- 
seven. 

As reported, the men lynched had been 
suspected of petty stealing for some time. 
Last Saturday they “were arrested for 
stealing barb wire, pieces of harness and 
some hay forks. A search warrant was 
issued and the harness and forks found 
in the house of Hall and Yantis, who 
wera taken into custody and brought to 
Lookout, where they were being held 
awaiting examination and trial. Sunday 
and for several days following other 
searches were instituted and halters, 
dishes and table linen which had been 
taken from clothes lines were found hid- 
den on the premises of the suspected’ par- 
ties. 

The charge against the elder Hall was 
petty larceny for stealing, hence he was 
allowed to go about on his:own recogni- 
zance. His trial was to have taken place 
this morning, The charge against the 
others were burglary, and their examina~ 
tion had been set for June 34. They were 
held in custody, as they were unable to 
furnish bail. in the sum of $300. Pending 
their examination they were being gdard- 
ed fm the Lookout hotel by Constable 
Carpénter, assisted by R, Nichols, J. W. 
Brown and 8S. Goyette. The two former 
stood guard unti] midnight. Calvin Hall] 
was sleeping in the hotel, so as to be near 
his sons. 

This morning about 2 o’clock a mob, 
variously estimated at from thirty-five to 
fifty people, suddenly made their appear- 
ance at the hotel and pointing their guns 
at the two officers on guard commanded 
them to observe silence while they se- 
cured the five prisoners, placed ropes 
around their necks and dragged them to- 
ward the bridge, which crosses the river. 
They compelled the two guards to ac- 
company them. Frank Hall, it is report- 
ed, made such a strong resistance that the 
mob hanged him before it got to the main 
bridge, under a smali bridge crossing 4 
deep slough. The others were taken ton 
the main bridge and Calvin Hall, the 
father, was hanged on the north side and 
Yantis and the other Hall boys were 
hanged on the south side of the bridge. 

As soon as the lynching was discovered 
word was telegraphed to the district at- 
torney and sheriff at Alturas and they, 
together with the coroner, are NOW on the 
way to the scene of the tragedy to hold 


an inquest.

WOMEN WHO WANT TO VOTE. 


Proceedings of the Suffragist Con- 


vention at Minneapolis. 

Minneapolis, Minn., May 31.—Reports of 
officers and committees largely occupied 
the morning session of the National 
American Woman's Suffrage Association. 
Sarah Clay Burnett, of Kentucky, chair- 
man of the federal suffrage committee, 
in her report on the petitions addressed 
to congress argued that the supreme 
court had indirectly decided in its rul- 
ings on the fourteenth amendment to the 
United States constitution that the 
amendment had annulled the word 
‘male’ in the constitutions and laws of 
the states that confined the right of suf- 
frage to men. 

Henry B. Blackwell, of Massachu- 
setts. chairman of the presidential suf- 
frage committee, reported that a bill en- 
abling women to vote for presidential 
electors had passed one house and would 
have passed the other, but as the votes 
of the enfranchised. women w@uld not be 
available until 1904, It was feared that in 
the. state election of 1902 members seek- 


ing re-election — be opposed to at- 
tack and so tre bill was reconsidered. 


NORTHERN PACIFIC WAR OVER. 


Conflicting Interests “Have Reached 


an Amicable Agreement. 

New York, May 31.—The conflicting in- 
terests in the Northern Pacific railroad 
have reached a final amicable agreement 
puon all matters of disagreeament and 
their future relations to the property. 
There has been no announcement of the 
terms of the new compact which ends 
the most remarkable financial battle in 
the records of Wall street, and none of 
the details have been made public. Late 
this afternoon the following statement 
went out on the ticker: 

“Tt is officially announced that an un- 
derstanding has been reached between 
Northern Pacific and 'Unton Pacific inter- 
ests under which the composition of the 
Northern Pacific board will be left in 
the hands of J. P. Morgan, certain names 
having been suggested which ‘will espe- 
cially be recognized as _ representative of 
the common interests. It is asserted that 
complete and permanent harmony will 
conan under the plan adopted between 
all interests, involved.’’

Case Out Less Than 
Three Hours 


DASE ON TRIAL TEST 
UF PLAINTIFF'S POSITION 


Settlement of Suit Required Six 
Weeks, While the Plaintiff In- 
troduced No Testimony. 
The Case Was Ably 
Handled. 


The jury in the case of Mrs. R. H. Lawe 
rence against the Southern Railway Com- 
pany, the $25,000 Camp creek damage suit 
tht has been on trial before Judge Wik 
liam T. Newman in the United States 
court for the past six weeks, yesterday 
afternoon returned a verdict in favor of 
the Southern railway. 

The importance of the verdict is recog- 
nized in the fact that the suit on trial 
yesterday is generally regarded as a test 
of those growing out of the big wreck. 

The case went to the jury ten minutes 
before 2 o’clock and at 4:30 o’clock it was 
announced that a verdict had . been 
reached, the’ twelve men having delib- 
erated for two hours and forty minutes. 
As the lengthy trial drew to a conclu: 
sion the interest of the public in its out- 
come considerably increased and a large 
crowd of spectators attended the closing 
session yesterday. Quite a number lin- 
gered in the courtroom and about the 
corridors after the jury retired to its 
room, but as the time passed away the 
impression became prevalent that an ear- 
ly verdict was out of the question and the 
crowd gradually dispersed. 

When the jury finally filed into the 
courtroom, with a very few exceptians, 
the reading of the verdict was heard by 
only the court officials and-those inter- 
ésteéd in the case. During the wait for 
the verdict speculation was indulged in 
as to the length of time that would be 
required by the jury to form a decision 
and its possible nature. It was the gen- 
eral, opinion that the jury would be out 
many hours; if a verdict was reached at 
all, and some predicted a mistrial, 

The finding ef the jury created no sur- 
prise in the courtroom among those who 
heard the testimony through. 

Argument “losed Yesterday. 

Hoke Smith yesterday morning resumed 
the concluding argument for the plaintiff, 
and when he finished Judge Newman be- 
gan his charge to the jury. The delivery 
of the charge consumed about half an 
hour. The judge cited the law applicable 
tu the case and he explained the different 
details involved in a clear and concise 
manner. The charge is regarded as an 
able effort. 

At its conclusion the jury retired. <A 
miniature model of the fatal culvert 
through which the Southern passenger 
train plunged had been introduced in evi- 
dence and this was carried into the jury 
room for the inspection of the jurymen. 
Shortly before 3 o’clock the jury was 
served with dinner. 

About 4:30 o’clock one of the jurymen 
rapped on the door, and when the bailiff 
responded he was informed that the ver- 
dict was ready. Judge Newman was in 
his chambers and it was the space of 
only a few minutes until he and the court 
officials wére in their places. The twelve 
men then returned to the jury box and 
the original petition, on which was writ- 
ten the verdict, was handed to Deputy 
Clerk W. C. Carter. He read: 

‘We, the jury. find for the defendant. 

“E. P. BLACK, Foreman. 

“May 31, 1901.’’ | 

On motion of the attorneys for the 
plaintiff, the jury was polled. 

Deputy Clerk J. D. Steward called the 
names of the twelve men and as each 
juryman arose he was asked if the verdict 
was his decision. Each one responded in 
the affirmative. 

The following order was then drawn: 

“Whereupon it is ordered, considered 
and adjudged bv the court that the de- 
fendant do recover of the plaintiff the 
cost of this proceeding.” 

Attorney Hoke Smijth announced last 
night that an appeal will at once be 
made to Judge Newman for a new trigl. 

Case Was Warmly Contested. 

The case was hotly contested by both 
sides and the verdict was a big victory 
for the Southern railway. Colonel P. H. 
Brewster, of the firm of Dorsey, Brewster 
& Howell, general counsel of Georgia 
for the Southern, conducted the defense, 
and he was assisted by Attorney C. B. 
Battle, ate counsel for Columbus; 
Attorne washington Dessau, division 
counsel for Macon, and Attorney Sanders 
McDaniel, also representing the South- 
ern. The plaintiff was represented by At- 
torneys Hoke Smith and H. C. Peeples. 
The quick verdict for the road is an ind!- 
cation of the able manner in which the 
case was conducted by counsel for the 
defendant under the direction of Colonel 
P. H. Brewster. 

The trial resolved itself into an agres- 
sive legal battle from beginning to end 
and not a point was advanced by- either 
side that was not contested to the best 
ability of the attorneys. The plaintiff in- 
troduc no testimony and the burden 
rested witn the defense to prove that 
the railroad was not responsible for the 
terrible catastrophe. 

Many Witnesses for Road. 

A large numter of witnesses were surn- 
moned: by toth the plaintiff and the de- 
fense ard fifty-three were placed on the 
stard by the latter. The defense contend- 
ed that the accident was an act of God 
and that the railroad could not have pre- 
vented it. Much of the testimony was de- 
votei to show that the rainfall on the 
night of the wreck was unprecedented and 
that its unusual force and the quantity 
caused the harmless little creek to swell 


to an abnormal size, resulting in the fuun- 


dations of the culvert becoming defective. 
It was also claimed that the company Was 
rot negligent and that/ the plunge of the 
train was unavoidable.

Gardiner in the search, received today 
from Secretary George W. Olney, of the 
Rhode Island Society of the Cincinnati, 
a photograph of the coffin plate which 
was’ found in the vault named. The 
plate, it will be remembered, when found 
Was so obscured with rust that only a 
portion of the inscription could be m@le 
out and some of the members of the 
party had their doubts if it were really 
the plate which had been placed upon 
General’ Greene’s coffin by his biogra- 
phers. Colonel Gardiner, however, was 
confident that the long sought for evi- 
dence had been found and carried the 
plate north with him to be scientifically 
‘treated for the removal of rust and iden- 
tification. This work has been a com- 
plete success. The photograph brings out 
the inscription very plainly. It is in the 
old _ style lettering and reads as follows: 
“Nathaniel Greene, Obit June 19, 1786. 
Age, 44 years.”’ 
The figures are correct as to his age 
. and the date of General Greene’s death. 
~ The photograph also shows the screw 
holes in the coffin plate. The remains of 
General Greene and of his son, George 
Washington Greene, which were found 
in the same‘vault, now repose in the 
vault of the Southern bank, where they 
await some concerted action on the part 
of the revolutionary societies of Georgia 
and Rhode Island and the descendants 
gf General Greene. Nothing further has 
__. been heSrd of the proposition to re-inter 
the remains beneath the Greene monu- 
ment, which stands in Greene square, in 
Savannah.

_ Savannah, Ga., May 31.—(Special-)— 
From a mercenary standpoint, Rev. Sam 
Jones did not come out very badly in 
Savannah. While the collections at the 
tabernacle were small, considering the 
size of the crowds, the ministers had no 
difficulty in ‘raising money among the 
business men to supplement the collec- 
tions. The following statement was giv- 
en out today: Collections from all 
sources, $3,000; expenses for rent of tab- 
ernacie, $850; paid Rev. Sam P. Jones, 
$2,000. Of this amount Mr. Jones himself 
paid to Rev.. George Stuart $500. It is 
estimated that $500 would easily cover 
Mx Jones’s other expenses here, including 
hotel bill at the DeSoto for himself 
and family, and pay of his assistanis in 
the musical line, so that he doubtless sar- 
ried away $1,000 above all expenses.

The 
proprietors are probably feeling around to 
find out if, public sentiment ‘will stand a 
resumption of their business.

Mayor Myers is out'in an interview to- 
day in which he criticizes the meeting and 
the ministers in charge, because nothing 
was said or done in behalf of charity and 
none of the many collections taken up 
were for charitable purposes. The mayor 
seems to think that there is a great deal 
of distress in Savannah, and that it was 
a great oversight on the part of the min- 
isters not to make some appeal for the re- 
lief of this distress. The mayor says 
there is a constant stream of. mendi- 
cants at his office, and that he is contin- 
ually going into his pocket or the city’s 
pocket in théir behalf.

KILLING OF DR. JOHN PAYNE. 


Details of the Homicide at Hillman, 
Ala., Thursday. 

Birmingham, Ala., May 31.—(Special.)— 
Dr. John Payne, who was shot by James 
P. Cook in the former’s office at Hillman, 
a suburban town, late yesterday after- 
noon,died at 4:10 o’clock this morning {rom 
his wounds. Cook is in the county jail 
here, having surrendered soon after the 
sheoting, as stated in last night's dis- 
patches. Further particulars concerning 
the tragedy and the circumstances which 
jed up to it were learned today. Just be- 
fore the shooting Payne and his slayer 
had gone out from the city together on 
the same train. After reaching Hillman 
Payne went to his office. A few moments 
later Cook entered Payne's office and is 
said to have remarked: ‘‘Doc, wouldn’t 
you like to have a glass of fresh water?’ 
Th trhysician revlied affirmatively, 
whereupon Cook took a pitcher from a 
stand and went to a pump outside and 
pumped some fresh water and brought it 
in. The stand upon which Cook placed 
the pitcher was directly behind Payne, 
who was sitting down. 
the stand he drew a 44-caliber revolver 
and aiming it at the unsuspecting man, 
fired two shots. One bullet struck Payne 
in the back of the head and the other in 
the lower part of the neck. 

The wound paralyzed Payne. in the 
lower part of the bedy and he could not 
move, but he cried out: “Don’t shoot re 
any more.’’ The request was: obeyed. 
Cock then quietly left and coolly walking 
to the nearest house, told the lady of the 
horse that he had ‘shot Dr. Payne and re- 
quested her to send for a physician. The 
shooting quickly attracted a crowd and 
while still in his office Dr. Payne told a 
number of persons how the shooting oc- 
curred. Among the first to arrive at the 
side of the wounded man was B. J. Edlen, 
of West End, who, strangely enough, 
was on his way to the office of Dr. Payne 
to warn him against Cook when the fatal 
shooting took place. Dr, Payne said to 
Mr. KHdlen wren he came in: “Well, you 
told me he would shoot me, and he has 
done it.”’ Mr. Edlen had warned him 
against Cook on a previous occasicn. Ed* 
len said today that he had seen Cook in 
a store at West End about noon yester- 
day and that he was talking in such 2 
way as to make him apprehensive that he 
intended to ki] Dr. Payne. He said that 
Cook raid that he could not work or do 
‘anything for thinking about his troubles 
and that he wished he (Cook) was dead 

It seéms that Cook had formerly lived 
in a house belonging to Dr. Payne and 
that he rad separated from his wife, it is 
said on account of jealousy, due to 
Payne's alleged attentions to her. Parties 
who reside near the scene of the tragedy 
say that Payne was very popular and so 
far as they knew there was no apparent 
cause for Cook to be jealous of Payne. 
The supposition is that it was this jeal- 
ousy “en Cook’s part which led him to 
feparate from his wife. Dr, Payne was a 
prominent member of the Jefferson Ccun- 
ty Medical Society and stood very hishin 
the profession. Cook refuses to make a 
Statement.

Instead of appointing another Alabama 
man, Deputy Auditor’ Robert S. Person, 
of South Dakota, has been promoted to 
fil the vacancy created by the forced 
resignation of Youngblood. 

For several months past a lively strug- 
gle has been going. on in the ranks of 
the Alabama republicans for the official 
scalp of Youngblood, an amiable and dig- 
nified gentleman selected in the early 
stages of the first McKinley administra- 
tion to preside over the office of audi- 
tor for the interior department. From 
time to time efforts have been made to 
dislodge Youngblood on various charges 
of inefficigncy or lack of official discipline 
in the administration of his office. 
While not intending to reflect upon his 
honesty or his integrity, it was alleged 
that a more capable man might be found 
for the position and at the same time 
Youngblood might be provided with a 
position in another, branch of-the service. 


} The republican leaders in Alabama came | 


to Washington several weeks ago, and 
upon learning that Youngblood was to 
give way in favor of another auditor, 
they suggested the names of several Ala- 
bama republicans possessing the requisite 
qualifications for the office. The subject 
has been under consideration between 
the president and Secrttary Gage for 
some t.§ae, and in view of all the circum. 
stances it was decided that Youngblood’s 
resignation should take effect at once

CARLOADS OF NON-UNION MEN. 


}Arrival of a Crowd at Savannah 
Guarded by Pinkertons. 
Savannah, Ga., May 31.—(Special.)—Two 
car loads of ncn-union men. to take the 
places of the striking machinists ‘n the 
Seaboard sho;-s at Fernandina and Ameri- 
cus*reached Savannah this afternodn and 
remained several hours inxthe yards here 
guarded by Pinkerton detectives and local 
police. The company’s officials here seem- 
¢d to be uncer the impression that some 
demonstration would be made by the 
strikers here, but not the slightest mani- 
festation of ahy kind ocurred. The loca! 
machinists ‘knew of the coming of this 
party and a delegation of seven met the 
trair. at the Central junction and rode in 
with the non-union men, discussing mat- 
ters In a quiet and casual manner, but not 
making any attempt to influence the men 

in any way. 
The non-union detachment came down 


presumably from Baltimore in charge of 
Master Machinist W. E. Stump, of Ports- 


mouth. They were a nondescript lot of all 
races and had every appearance of having 
been gathered up from the’ city slums. 
There was little of the trained machinist 
about their appearance and they seemed 
totally indifferent as tq where they were 
going or what the consequences would be. 
Three Pinkerton detectives, armed, ac- 
companied the party. Shortly before the 
frrival of the train Superintendent Reilly 
was called upon by the railroad officials 
for police protection and sent every avail- 
able man he could lay hold of together 
with the police detectives to the scene. 
There was nothing for the officers to do, 
however, except to gaze upon the hard- 
looking citizens they had been called upon 
to protect. 

One coach containing sixteen machin- 
ists and one detective left for Fernandina 
ettached to the regular train. The other, 
containing nineteen men and two Pinker- 
tons, was sent out for Americus with a 
epecial engine at 7 o’cleck. 

No attempt has been made to fill the 
places of thse strikers in the Seaboard 
shops bere and prabably ‘none will be 
made for the present. 


WHAT GANNON HAS TO SAY. 


Says No Steps Have Been Taken To 
Fill Strikers’ Places. 


Washington, May 31.—Vice President 
Gannon tcday said that the machinists 
striks on the Southern railway is confined 
entirely to the machine shops at Memphis, 
Knoxville, Birmingnam, Atlanta, Selma, 
Spencer and Manchester. Thus far about 
400 machinists and apprentices and their 
sympathizers have gone out. Reports re- 
ceived today are to the effect that a few 
of the strikers have returned to work. 
No steps have been taken to fill the va- 
cancies. 

Discussing the situation, Mr. 
said: 

‘The men are evidently misinfcrmed as 
to what the results of a serious misunder- 
sterding under present conditions are 
liable to be to the’men. We believe those 
who have stopped work acted on impulse 
and without stopping to seriously con- 
sider what the outcome of such hasty ac- 
tion might be, I was disappointed in 
those who actell hastily, but believe they 
will, upon refiection, see their error, con- 
sider their duty to their familles, them- 
selves and their neighbors and be guided 
by it rather than the mere mouthings of 
outside strangers, agitators and walking 
delegates."’ 

He said that while the company re- 
-gretted the attituce of the strikers, the 
latter might be assured ‘“‘that any. order 
that may be issued relative to the matter 
will be irrevocable and ease of serious 
trouble there will be absolutely no com-

“at Dawson Many Houses Were 


_ Wrecked—No Fatalities Are Re- 
ported—Fruit, Cotton and 
Corn Badly Injured 
by the Hail. 


Dawson, Ga., May 31.—(Special.)—A ter- 
fific wind and rainstorm passed over Ter- 
l county this morning about 7:30 o'clceck 
great damage was done by the de- 
ction of buildings, fences and injury 

t wing crops. In Dawson the refinery 
end ergine house of the Dawson Oil Com- 


‘pany were dSlown down and a ginhouse 


near the Central depot, together with 
several shenties near by, was crushed like 
egg shells. The Central depot and the 
brick building of the Dawson Wholesale 
Grocery. Compeny were unroofed. and 
much damage done to merchandise stored 
The compress was par- 
tlally unroofed. The negro Odd Fellows 
hall and the negro Baptist churcn were 
completely destroyed. 

Giant oak trees on College street were 
twisted from their roots like pipestems 
and lifted up and carried into the yards of 


Dawson public schools, a distance of 100 


yards. The full force of the storm did not 
etrike the center of the city and the best 
tesidence portion and business streets 
escaped without serious injury. 

-One mile north of Dawson the home of 
Mr. J. W. Adams was partially blown 


‘down and the arm of his wife broken. 


On Mr. G. V7. Dozier’s farm, southwest 
of town, a barn, commissary and several 
regro houses were destroyed, killing one 
mule and fatally injuring another and 
two negro houses were fired by lightning 
and destroyed. Dozier’s loss will aggre- 
gate fully $1,500. ; 

. The-etorehouse of J. W. Tillery at Par- 
rott, nine mile; north of Dawson, was 
unroofed and other slight damage done 
there and th: storehcuse of Brim & Co., 


‘at Herod, four miles south of Dawson, 


was blown down. 

A barn of Mr. W. H. Wilkinson, near 
Brownwood. was blown down, killing 
several mules. 

A number of persons were sériously in- 


_fured, vut as yet no deaths have geen re- 
ported. The siorm was wide in its scope, 
‘*pweepirg” éver altnost the entire céunty 
and the wind traveled at a terrific ve- 


locity. The roads in the northern part of 
the county are impassable ard news ‘from 


‘that section are meager. The damage to 


the county cannot possibly be estimated 
at present, but will be enormous. 
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GREAT DAMAGE AT CUTHBERT. 


Several Houses Were Wrecked and 
Fruit Injured. 


Cuthbert, Ga., May 31.—(Special.)—A 
heavy wind, smacking. much of a cyclone, 
pased over Cuthbert about 7 o’clock this 
morning. Quite a lot of damage was 
done to shade trees, fencing, awnings 
and to vegetation. Near the Central 
railroad depot the guano storage ware- 
house was blown down and also the 
sheet iron sheds of the Alliance Cotton 
Warehouse Company. In the _ eastern 
part of town the Second Negro Mctho- 
dist church, in course of construction, 
was blown down. 

In the northwestern part of the city 
four or five negro houses, 3)me in course 
of construction, were blown down.: No 
fatalities have yet been reported. 

The front of Liberty Beptist church, 
colored, was also blown down. 

The city’s electric light wires and those 
of the Cuthbert Telephone Exchange suf- 
fered from falling limbs and trees. 

The damage to property thus far re- 
ported will approximate $4,000 to $5,000. 
The greatest damage, no doubt, will be 
to growing crops, especially to the fruit 
crop. -

THEIR HOME SWEPT AWAY 


And They Went: with the House. 
Tragic Story Told by

New Decatur, Ala., May 31.—:Special.)— 

The only loss of life so far reported as 
the result of the recent twenty-foot rise 
in the Tennessee river is that of a family 
of five persons who are believed to have 
been caught-in the rise and drowned. 
- The family, consisting of father, moth- 
er, son and two grown daughters, lived 
in the flats about seven miles below here. 
The house was observed standing by 
lumbermen passing up. stream Monday. 
morning, with barns and live stock, and 
the girls on the front porch. Lumbermen 
who went down the river yesterday af- 
ternoon bring the report that the house 
and barn were gone and not a trace left 
of’ the people or live stock. 

They may possibly have escaped, but 
river men do not think so, as the river 
at that point is more than a mile wide 
and very swift: It is thought they did 
not anticipate such a big rise and waited 
too long before trying to get out.

Montgomery, Ala., May 31.—A heavy 
rain and hailstorm struck Montgomery 
end vicinity today. In three hours the 
record registcred 4% inches rainfall. The 
fall at Union Springs was much heavier. 
There the record registered 4.40. Already 
reports of damage to crops have been 
received. The big plantation at Sprague 
Junction is reported to be two fet under 
water. Crews on incoming trains report 
that in se\cral instances the trains were 
compelled to stop in ,order to remove 
fallen trees from the track. .

CONDITION OF CROP POOR 


Report Shows Lowest June Average, 
with One Exception, in Twenty 
Years—Increase in Acre- 
age Is About Etght 
Per Cent. 


Washington, May 31.—The statistician of 
the department of agriculture estimates 


532,000 acres, an increase of 2,111,000 acres, 
or 83 per cent over the acreage planted 
last year, and of 2,498,000 acres, or 10 per 
cent, over the acreage actually picked. 

The increase in states where the area 
planted ami that picked last year were 
practically the same, is. 10 per cent in 
North Carolina, Florida and Arkansas: 
9 in Georgia and Louisiana; 7 in South 
Carolina; 14 in Tennessee, 25 in Oklahoma, 
20 in Indian Territory, 18 in Virginia and 
12 in Missouri. In Alabama the increase 
is estimated at 9 per cent over the acre- 
age’ planted last year and 12 per cent 
over that picked, in Mississippi at 2 per 
cent over that planted and 7.9 per cent 
Pver that picked and in Texas at 8 per 
cent over that planted and 10 per cent 
over that picked. 

The average condition of the growing 
crop is 81.5 as compared with 82.5 on June 
ist of last year, 85.7 at the corresponding 
date in 1899 and 86.4 the mean of the June 
averages of the last ten years. A condi- 
tion of 81.5 is, with one exception, the 
lowest June condition in twenty years. 

The condition by states is as follows: 

North Carolina 87, South Carolina 9, 
Georgia 80, Florida 8&8, Alabama 76, Mis- 
sissippi 82, Louisiana 80, Texas 84, Ar- 
kansas 81, Tennessee 78, Oklahoma §88, In- 
dian Territory 865. 

Estimates Made at New Orleans. 

New Orleans, June 1.—The Times-Demo- 
crat this morning presents the iirst of its 
monthly reports on the cotton crop .of 
19%1. The conclusions of the correspond- 
ence may be summarized as follows: 

1. There has been considerable increase 
in acreage, the average for the belt being 
about 10 per cent. Thgse figures, however, 
subject to a minor correction in the July 
report, as an unprecedented proportion 
of the area had to be replanted in conse- 
quence of unseasonable weather. The 
fate of much of this planting is involved 
in doubt. 

2. The condition fis on the whole one of 
the lowest ever known. The season has 
been so peculiar in many instances that 
the plant is now especially susceptible to 
sinister conditions. A very wet Juhe is 
particularly to be dreaded. 

38. A. comparative scarcity. of labor is 
reported from some sections, but no .gen- 
eral widespread trouble of this kind seems 
to be felt just now. 

4. In a general way, it may be said that 
the possibilities of the crop in either di- 
rection are very great. With favorable 
conditions during the season of growth 
and a very late frost, a large yield may 
be expected; if nature should be unkind 
in both these all important respects, the 
result would, in all probability, be se- 
sious to the last degree. 


GRIFFIN IS HARRIED BY HAIL. 


Badly Hurt. 

Griffin, Ga., May 3j.—(Special.)—For 
about four minutes yesterday afternoon 
one of the heaviest hailstorms that ever 
fell in this section poured down on the 
city. Fruit was badly damaged and Mr.

‘We believe the fate of American de- 
pendencies will be a good one, but we 
cannot deny’ that the supreme court, in 
removine the great danger attending an- 
nexaticn, has made annexation easier. If 
we were Spanish-Americans we should 
feel a new sensation of alarm. If, for any 
reason in the future near or distant, the 
Statesmen of the union should desire to 
rule a Spanish-American state we do 
not see what would prevent. Suppose 
they buy or conquer Nicaragua and so 
terminate all comp.ications as to the con- 
trol of the canal by cutting it through 
territory absolutely their own, what, ex- 
cept. force, which would hardly be ap- 
plied, is to prevent them? Or suppose, 
which is quite possible, that under a 
new and less wise president than Porfiro 
Diaz a furious quarrel! arise with Mex!- 
co, what is to prevent the union from 
annexing it entire? Formerly they were 
restrained by the dread of Including 80 
many colored voters and of anarchy aris- 
ing from so many new half-civilized 
states. But under the qecision of Monday 
they can hold Mexico as we hold India.’”’

SAID 10 BE VERY HEAVY 


Nearly Two Hundred Men Were Put 
Out of Action—Lord Kitchener 
Says Thirty-Five Dead 
Boers Were Left on 
the Field. 


London, May $1,—On the anniversary of 
Lord Roberts’s entry into Johannesburg 
the country has been startled by the re- 
ceipt of news of desperate fighting and 
heavy British losses within forty miles 
of the Gold Reef city. The battle at 
Viadfontein, on the Durban-Johannes- 
burg railroad, reported by Lord Kitchener 
today is the most rerious engagemens, 
since General Clements’s reverse at Ma- 
galiesburg. It shows General Delarey is 
in no way daunted by the capture of 
eleven of his guns by General Babington 
six weeks ago. The garrison of Viadfon- 
tein, apparently largely composed of yeo- 
manry,had 174 men put out of action. That 
their assailants came to close quarters 
end suffered heavily is shown by the 
number of dcad left on the field.

London, May 31.—lLord George Hamil- 
ton, the Indian secretary who was not 
present in the house of commons wher 
Sir Alfrei Hickman (cons¢rvative), May 
23d, attacking American built locomotives 
and bridges, has replied in a letter to Sir 
Alfred Hickman as follows:

Pekin, May 31.—China’s unconditional 
acceptance of 450,000,000 taels as the in- 
demnity to be. paid the powers has caused 
great satisfaction among the foreign min- 
isters, as it only leaves, practically, a few 
minor details to complete the negotia- 
tions. |

isfaction of the powers,’ may cause some 
delay tn the evacuation of Chinese terri- 
tory, as the ministers fail to see how 
China can guarantee payment, and all 
the ministers believe it would be a miis- 
take to have a large body of foreign offi- 
clals collecting revenue.

This end, so desirable to the fire under- 
writers, has been accomplished without 
any aid or assistance whatever from a 
tariff association or rating Dureau, Nefth- 
er the Southeastern Tariff. Association nor 
the Southern Inspection Bureau are in 
operation in the state. Each company is 
establishing its own ratings, which vary 
but little from each other, and. these rat- 
ings are made and revised and corrected 
from time to time by the special agents. 

The present situation gives an added in- 
terest to the meeting of the Mississippi 
Fire Insurance Underwriters’ Association, 
which meets in Vicksburg on the 12th of 
June, and it is very likely that there will 
be much said and agreed to concerning a 
continuance of harmony, in the business.

secured a copy of them. 

Should it be discovered at any time dur- 
ing the examination or jist afterwards 
that any of the questions have ieuked out

£0. No such action will be taken, how- 
ever, unless there is more ground for it 
than has so far been discovered. 

Teachers will be examined today in 
every county in the state. The examina- 
tion in Fulton county will take place at 
the courthouse under the direction of 
County School Commissioner M. L. Brit- 
tain. There will be fifty or sixty appli- 
aants for examination in this county, and 
there will be between 5,000 and 6,000 to 
stand the examination throughout the 
state.

That “Arctic” Grass Again. 
Editor Constitution—In justice to myself, and 


j fot the information of parties ‘in diffeftnt’ parts 


of the south who, seeing my article in The 
Constitution have written me in reference to 
“Arctic’’ grass, I feel that I should make 
Somme answer to Mr. R. J. Redding’s article on 
“Cheat as a Meadow Grass,"’ published in 
Sunday’s Constitution. 

My article was not sent to The Constitution 
for publication, but inclosed with it was a 
letter addressed to the editor, feqtesting him 
to have Mr. Moran visit Floyd county and 
write up the grass as he saw it. This much 
to show that there is no ‘‘Peter Henderson”’ 
behind the grass, who is attempting to {cist 
this seed on the public under a fancy name. 

This- grass was first introduced in this coun- 
ty someé four years since by Captain W. P. 
Simpson, president.of the Bxchange bank, of 
Rome, and Mr. J. A. Glover, of the Simpson 
Grocery Conjipany. . : 4 

It was understood by them that the grass 
was a native of South America and that the 
seed came from that country. 

I have no complaint to make about the 
use Mr. Redding has made of my communica- 
tion to him, nor does any one cuitivating this 
grass object to anything he has written, to 
prove that the grass we think so much of here, 
is not “‘Arctic’’ grass at all, but is only the 
despised ‘‘Bromus Seculinus.” 

But there is one thing he has omitted, inad- 
vertently, no doubt, which would have given 
satisfaction to ali rf he had staged it. ‘inat 
is, what his analysis snowed to be tne value 
or this hay comparea to otner well-known 


ays. 
in his letter to’ me, in answer to this in- 
quiry, he says: “The analysis of this hay 
oe it to be practicably as good as Timowy 
ay.’’ 


y> 
When thig grass was first introduced here, 
._ Joe Harris, an enterprising tarmer of this 

county who always has ‘‘corn and hay to ore 
informed me that he had sent a sample of’2his 
“Arctic’’ grass hay to the commissioner of 
agriculture, and was informed by him that 
to his surprise, analysis of the sample showed 
it to be better than clover and as good as 
timothy hay. 

This is ail I or any cne did or can claim for 
it. As Timothy is the standard hay the 
world over, and No. 2 Timothy relis in all the 
markets of this state for from $15 to $20 per 
ton, we not only feel that we have stumbied 
on a gvod thing in this grass but confidently 
assert that it makes a better hay than the 
average western hay Shipped to Georgia. 

Practical men care littie for the name of a 
grass. Most farmers, 1 believe, will agree 
that grass will taste as sweet to a Georgia 
mule under one name as another. So whether 


this grass is ‘‘Arctic,’’ ‘‘Cheat’’ or ‘‘Bromus sec- 


ulinus,’’ or any other, if we can raize a good 
crop of it at littl expense, sell at a good 
price, and the Georgia mule says it suits him, 
we are zatisfied with it under any name. 

This ‘‘Floyd’’ county grass is shown to be 
equal to Timothy for hay. It grows well on 
any land that w.ll produce peas. It can be 
sown with peas, and after peas are harvested, 
grows all winter, makes good winter pasture 
and yields big crop of hay in May. It can be 
grown at a cost of about $2.50 per ton and 
is equal to the best hay in the market ihat 
sells for six times its cost. If the cultivation 
of such grass is funny to some people, the joke 
is certainly not on the fellows who blindly 
Stumbled on such a good thing, but is on the 
big ‘‘agrastologists’’ and the scientific experts, 
who with all their investigations have never 
yet found out what a good thing ‘‘Arctic’’ 
grass alias ‘‘Cheat*’ is. 

If this ‘‘so-called’’ Arctic grass is Cheat, I 
am persuaded that very little is yet known 
about Cheat. \ 

I am not a farmer and would not know 
Cheat if I saw it, but many farmers have 
told me that it comes from blighted oats or 
wheat; that it will not grow from the seed, 
and that -ne«kind of stock will eat it. Mr. 
Redding says that it is a great pest and hard 
to eradicate. 

Now all kinds of stock eat this ‘‘Arctic’’ 
grass with great relish, either as grass or 
hay. It is far superior to rye or barley as 
winter pasture, and as green forage for early 
ane feed for ejther mules or cattle or poul- 
ry. 

It comes in about as early as rye and will 
do to. cut for hay by the middle of May. ‘ My 
stock refused rye after the first few days, or 
only ate the heads, but never left a straw of 
the grass, although given twice the amount 
compared to rye. I worked my mules three 
weeks on this feed alone because they re- 
fused their corn, and they kept up well. This 
‘‘Floyd’’ county grass is not a pest. My ex- 
perience for three years with it is that it is as 
easily destroyed as oats or rye. In conclu- 
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Washington. May 31.—(Special.)—During 
the mcnths of June and July, ten rural 
free delivery routes will be established in 
Georgia. The rural free delivery has had 
a phenomenal growth in all sections of 
the country—north, east,west and south. 
The southland has kept up with this 


spirit of progress, and Georgia leads all. 


the southern states !n the matter of rural 
free delivery routes, as it does in almost 
every other ne of progress—industrial, 
commercial, ete. 

The new routes to be established on 
June ist. are .as follows: A -route from 
Gainesville, in Hall county, with one car- 
rier. The length of this route is twenty- 
four miles... and the total ‘area covéred 
twenty-three square miles, serving a pop- 
ulation of 500 people, living in 100 houses. 
John M. Rice has been gppointed car- 
tier.’ When this new service is estab- 
lished the postoffices at Wolley’s Ford and 
Absalom. in-Hall county, and Storesville, 
in Forsyth county, will be discontinued. 
Mail will be sent to Gainesville. This is 
the first route to be established at Gaines- 
ville, and was recommended by Congress- 
man F.C, Tate. 

Two more routes will be established at 
Conyers, in Rockdale county, there being 
alreacgy one at that point. The length of 
the combineld routes is fifty-three miles, 
covering an area of sixty square miles. 
The population served is 775, and the num- 
ber of houses on the route 155. J. E. Al- 
mand and Joe 8. Christian have been ap- 
pointed as carriers. When these routes 
are established the postoffice at Salem and 
the special star route service between 
Conyers and: Salem will be discontinued, 
all mail being sent to Conyers. Congress- 
man L. F. Livingston recommended the 
establishment of these routes. 

A route will be established at Summer- 
ville, in Chattooga county, this being the 
first One established there. One carrier 
is provided, and the length of the route is 
twenty-three and one-half miles, cover- 
ing an area of twerty-five square miles. 
The population served is 500, and the num- 
ber of houses on the route 10. D. M. 
White has been appointed carrier. When 
this rcute goes into effect the postoffice at 
Silver Hill and star route No. 21,955 will 
be discontinued. Mail to Summerville. 
This route was recommended by Ccn- 
gressman J. W. Maddox. 

On the recommendation of Congressman 
F. C. Tate, a route will be established at 
Hoschton, in Jackson county, with one 
carrier. The length of the route is twen- 
ty-five miles, covering an area of +wentv- 
five square miles. The population served 
is (0, and the number of houses on the 
route 100. James F. Bell has been ap- 
pointed carrier. 

On July Ist. five new routes will be es- 
tablished at Rome, in Floyd county, at the 
instance of Congressman Maddox. There 
are already three routes in operation here. 
and when these new ones are established 
it will make a total of eight. The length 
of these routes is 125% miles, covering an 
area of 110 square miles. The population 
served is 2,500, and the number of houses 
on the route 500. The following carriers 
have been appointed: M. G. Selman, S. R. 
Smyley, R. F. Ware, C. H. Conyers and 
B. D. Hardin. When these routes go into 
operation the postoffices at Flo, Living- 
ston, Anniedelle, New Rome, Van’s Val- 
ley, Chilo, Was.

In 18%, Pogtmaster Bissell declined to ex- 
pend the small appropriation of $10,000 
made by congress to test the feasibility 
of the scheme. In 18%, Postmaster Gen- 
eral Wilson adopted the views of his pre- 
decessor, Mr. Bissell, that the scheme 
of rural free delivery was impracticable 
and declined to expend the increased ap- 
propriation of $20,000 which congress had 
placed at his disposal. He added, how- 
ever, that he had assumed control of the 
office too late in the year to make the 
experiment, but that he would, if con- 
gress made the appropriation available 
for the next year, inaugurate the plan. 
Congress, In 1896, made $40,000 available, 
and Postmaster General Wilson, with 
many misgivings, put the service to the 
test, saying that he had taken care “to 
choose territory widely divergent in phy- 
sical features, and ‘n the occupation and 
density of its population.”’ 

All the details in regard to the tirstal- 
lation of the new service were placed in 
charge of officers of the division of 
postoffice inspection and mai] depreda- 
tions. These officers, by betnge placed in 
charge of this service, were deprived of 
the chance of promation held out to them 
for faithful performance of duty in thetr 
regular line. It is but justice to them to 
say they did the best they could under 
the circumstances. They were greatly 
hampered by orders from the department 
which left them absolutely no discretion. 
They were instructed to start experiment- 
al routes in certain sectioas, no matter 
if the conditions warranted it cr not. 
Some of them were impressed with the 
idea that the locations assigned them had 
been chosen to show that, rural delivery 
was not desired and was impossible of 
execution. 

It was under these unfavorable ccondi- 
tions that the office at Quitman, Ga., 
and the forty-three others in different 
sections of the country were started. It 
is hardly necessary to say that many of 
them were failures and had to be seor- 
ganized and in some instances discontin- 
ued. For jnstance, the delivery of mail at 
the Quitman route cost 4.09 cents per piece 
on the first year of its establishment, 
and many of the others were just as cost- 
lv, 1f not more so, But there were some 
of these original routes which were 
well placed and under such good manage- 
ment_that they gave immediate satisfac- 
tion to their patrons and fully demonstrat- 
ed that free rural delivery, under fairly 
favorable conditions, was entirely success- 
ful. It was clearly shown that the cost 
was less in many instances than the ur- 
ban, free delivery in some of the smaller 
cities and towns. Thus it was clearly 
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] made evident that the expansion of the 


rural free delivery system would be mere- 
ly a question of time. 

To show how the people of the rural 
districts of Georgia appreciated the value 
of the rural delivery, it is: only necessary 
to state that in 1896 there was only one 
route, that from Quitman, which was 
very costly during the first year or so, 
Up to date there are seventy-one routes 
in Georgia, and nearly all of them are 
almost self sustaining. In 1899, Georgia 
had only four routes and these were so 
scattered about the state that the peo- 
Ple had not .emuch opportunity to test 
the merits of the system to the fullest 
extent. But they readily grasped the 
fact that rural mail delivery was one 
of the greatest boons they could secure 
and their congressmen, in deference to 
popular sentiment, made frequent visits 
to the postoffice department with petitions

Besides this. a 
large saving of expense is caused by the 
discontinuance of third-class postoffices 
and star route service lines in the neigh- 
borhood of the rural free delivery route. 

The rural free delivery service of the 
county is for convenience, divided into 
four separate divisions—the southern di- 
vision, which consists of the states of 
Maryland, Delaware, West Virginia, Vir- 
ginia, Tennessee, North Carolina. South 
Carolina, Georgia, Florida, Alabama and 
Mississippi. Georgia leads all the states 
in the southern divigion in the number of 
rural free delivery routes established and 
the number of applications for new routes, 
with a total of 72 applications for routes, 
of which 71 have been established and are 
now in active operation. Tennessee comes 
next in the list with a total of 40 applica- 
tions, and the other states in the order 
of applications for routes are North Car- 
Olina, 35; Alabama, 16; Scuth Carolina, 
15; West Virginia, 12; Maryland. 10: Vir- 
ginia, 6; Delaware, 5; Mississippi, 2, and 
Florida, 1. In some of these southern 
states there app®ars to be a great deal 
of indifference on the part of residents in 
the rural districts about the rural de- 
livery; but in every case where the in- 
habitants of a section have had the ben- 
efits of the rural service they appreciate 
it very much and the result it new de- 
mands for the extension of the service. 

The rural population of Georgia had 
a chance to taste the benefits of the rural] 
delivery route early, ag one of the first 
routes egtablished in the whole country 
was at Quitman. This route with 44 
others in 29 different states was establish- 
ed in 1896 by Postmaster General Wilson 
as an experiment. There was a good deal 
of opposition to the new system in those 
days and the rural delivery service of the 
country labored under immense difficul- 
ties. 

The committee on postoffice and post- 
roads of the fifty-third congress, of which 
Hon. John 8S. Henderson, of North Caro- 
lina, was chairman, condemned the new 
system as a scheme impossible of execu- 
tion, which ‘‘would require an appropria- 
tion of at least $20,000,000 to inaugurate 
it.” Postmaster General Bissell, in 1893, 
concurred in this opinion and declared 
that he did not feel that the department 
would be justified in burdening the peo- 
ple with this enormous outlay of money.

The Atlanta Rapid Transit Company 
will have the inside track in the race for 
summer traffic to Grant park. At least, 
that company won the preliminary heat 
in the race before the electric and other 
railways and the street committees of 
council yeste jay afternogn. 

While the Aflanta Railway and Power 


Company did not obtain’ the coveted strip, 


of territory on Cherokee avenue, it got a 
consolation cup in the shape of permission 
to effect a physical combination of its 
lines at Augusta and Cherokee avenues 
and at Georgia aventie and Grant street. 

The two committees to whom the mat- 
ter was referred will make a unanimous 
report to council Monday afternoon, 
which will, it is expected, be adopted. 

Since last Wednesday morning, when 
the Atkinson company put a large force 
of men at work laying track on its lines 
running in front of the Augusta avenue 
5 entrance to Grant park, the question of 
which line should occupy the east side 
of Cherokee avenue next Grant park, be- 
tween Ormond street and Georgia avenue, 
has agitated all those persons who are 
interested in the fight between the rival. 
street railway corporations. 

At the special meeting of council held 
Wednesday afternoon Alderman Welch 
introduced a resolution which provided 
that the tracks of the rival companies 
upon Cherokee avenue, between Georgia 
avenue and Ormond street, be fixed equi- 
distant from the center line of the street 
and from the curbs on either side of said 
streets. ian 

It further provided that the tracks of 
the Atlanta Railway and Power Company 
upon Cherokee avenue, between Georgia 
avenue and Ormdond street, be fixed and 
located upon the east side of the center 
line of said street and that the track of 
the Atlanta Rapid Transit Company be- 
tween Georgia avenue and Ormond street 
be ted upon the west side of the cen- 
ter line of said Cherokee avenue. 

It was to decide the fate of this resolu- 
tion that the two committees met yester- 
day. The resolution was rejected in its 
entirety when the committees, after an 
open meeting lasting two hours, went into 
executive session. Another resolution of- 
fered by Alderman Welch was adopted in 
its stead. 

This resolution to go to council for 
approval next Monday will be put 
in shape today. It provides that the At- 
lanta Rapid Transit Company shall not 
be disturbed in its position on the inside 
track on the east side of Cherokee ave- 
nue. It gives the Atlanta Railway and 
Power Company the right to effect a 
physical combination of its lines at Au- 
gusta and Cherokee avenues and at Grant 
street and Georgia avenue. Both of these 
grants are hedged about with provisions. 
No cars will be allowed to stop on Chero- 
kee avenue at the Augusta avenue cross- 


ing and entrance to the park. No cars | 


will be allowed to cross Augusta avenue 
at a greater rate of speed than three 
miles an hour, and all cars must come to 
a full stop before crossing. 

Cars Ten Feet Apart. 

Rapid Transit cars, while parked on 
the Cherokee avenue track waiting for 
passengers, must be kept ten feet apart 
to allow ample room for passenvers who 
wish to cross the inside track and use the 
other line. Atlanta Railway and Power 
Company cars on the outside track must 
be kept five feet anart. , 

Two or three members of the committee 
opposed this resolution when it came up 
in executive session, but said they would 
not vote against it in council. It was 8 
o'clock when the committees adiourned. 

Grant Park Is Visited. 

Aldermen Welch, Johnson and Day and 
i ecm Adams, Hill, Longino and 
Terry went out to Grant park and looked 
the Cherokee avenYe situation over yes- 
terday morning to aid them in determin- 
ing which of the rival companies should 
have the inside track. They trudged 
through the soft mud, two blocks from 
Ormond street to Georgia avenue, look- 
ing, arguing and forming their opinion 
on the subject. They were ready to dis- 
cuss the matter from any standpoint at 
the afternoon session of the committee. 

When the committee met at 5 o'clock in 
the mayor’s office all of the members of 
both sides were present, except Counci]- 
men Fincher and Grady. Councilman 
Terry was made chairman of the meet- 
ing. The resolution introduced by Al- 
dermag Welch at the meeting of council 
Wednesday afternoon was read.

pay. 

It was a bitter dose to Slaughter, but 
it seems it was inevitable. Since he was 
brought back from New Orleans to At- 
lanta last Monday morning, after a vain 
attempt to evade the county authorities, 
he has been making efforts in all quarters 
possible to raise the money to pay his 
fine, and avoid the ignominy of stripes 
and chains. Sheriff Nelms kept him in 
jail from Monday wntil yesterday when, 
seeing that his efforts to raise the méney 
to pay his fine proved fruitless, he could 
wait no longer, and sent him to begin 
his service on the public works. 

Slaughter was cent to the main stock- 
ade, as are all prisoners, and there the 
stripes and chains are put on them and 
they are assigned to the different squads 
wherever they are needed. Slaughter was 
not assigned to any squad yesterday, and 
it was not known at the stockade last 
night what work will be given him. The 
guard there stated that Captain Donald- 
son would assign him to work today. 

There are no snaps in the county con- 
vict service. Every man that can work 
has to work, and has to work hard. So, 
it is said, it will be with Slaughter. In 
all probability, unless some infiuence is 
exerted in his behalf, which does not seem 
likely, he will be put to work on the 
roads just as are the other convicts. He 
will have to swing his pick and shovel 
dirt and exist on convict fare. 

Slaughter’s case is familiar history. He 
was convicted of larceny, the facts in 
brief being that he procured a negro to 
steal jewelry from Schaul & Mayo, then 
went to the firm and agreed to catch the. 
thief for a consideration. He was at the 
time operating’ a private detective bureau. 
He was sentenced to pay a fine of* $250 
and costs, or serve twelve months on the 
chaingang.

DBLINQUENTS ARE MANY 


Aibout 2,000 Persons Have Fa'led 
To Pay County Road Tax. 


NOTICES ARE BEING PREPARED 


Tax Collector Will Request County 
Board To Allow Delinquents 
To Pay Up. 


Although the board of county commis- 
sioners extended the time for the pay- 
ment of road tax from May Ist until May 
%th there is still in the neighborhood of 
2,000 delinquents in the county. 

Tax Collector A. P. Stewart will appear 
before the commissioners at their meet- 
ing next Wednesday morning and re- 
quest that they defer the enforcement 
of the road working rule in the case of 
the delinquents for a time, as he believes 
that he will be able to collect at least 
another thousand dollars in road ‘ ax. 

Notices are now being prepared, vrder- 
ing those who have failed to pay the 
tax to work the roads for the time spec- 
ified by law, and the plan of Mr. Stew- 
art is to allow them to pay when the 
notices are served. It is believed that 
the county will profit more from the re- 
ception of the money than it would from 
the work that would be accomplished on 
the roads by the delinquents. The no- 
tices will be served by the district road 
commissioners. 

The total number of persons who have 
paid the tax this year is 1,729 and the 
total amount of money collected is 
$4,322.50. The amount of tax assessed 
each person is $2.50.

There is nothing «s 
yet to cause any modification of the general 
estimates made recently and founded upon the 
special returns from-correspondents of R. G. 
Dun & Co, The labor situation is a little 
brighter, ' > 

“Tron and ‘steel ‘fills are working at full 
capacity and more new plants have been put 
in operation, Quofitions are -well maintained 
without any effort to secure advances, Farm- 
ing machinery is @ feature of the .domestie 
business, and -theré is no sign of decrease in 
the export movement of these products which 
has attained ,enormous proportions, Rails are 
also going out freely to Australia and South 
America, Railways are unable to secure suf- 
ficient cars and other supplies, while structural 
work proceeds briskly with Httle interruption 
from labor controvérsies. 

‘There is a little less activity among manu- 
facturers of boots and shoes, some of the smail- 
er plants reducing time or closing down, cs- 
tensibly for the purpose of taking stock. Sales- 
men in the west and south are sending good 
orders for fall delivery, but the local jobbing 
trade has received a setback from the’ con- 
tinuous rain, Leather is still strong and ac- 
tive for heavy sole and high priced upper 
stock and offal has been freely taken for ex- 
port. Medium grades are quiet with less de- 
mand than the extreme qualities, Shipments 
of boots and shoes-from Boston have shown 
the expected decrease .from the phenomenally 
large figures of recent preceding weeks, but 
are still very heavy, and since January Ist ex- 
ceed last year by about 70,000 cases. 

‘“*‘Extended holidays abroad and a short one 
in this country have tended to make the grain 
markets unusually quiet, while corn has had 
the added drawback of hesitation among trad- 
ers who have not yet recovered from the ef- 
fects of manipulation in the May option. For- 
eign purchasers were driven out of this mar- 
ket by inflated quotations, as shown by At-

‘‘Each reaction in wheat is quickly followed 
by recovery and much support is found in 
gloomy reports from growing sections, Insuf- 
ficient moisture and low temperature are the 
chief causes of complaint, and injury from 
insects is also rumored, but theré is always 
more or less loss through these influences, and 
the splendid condition earlier in the season 
gives reason to hope for an abundant yield, 

‘*‘Misfortune has also overwhelmed = cotton 
plantations, according to the pessimistic views 
circulated by traders, and factors who are 
endeavoring to sustain theories in the face of 
heavy receipts and unsatisfactory conditions 
at New England mills where print cloths have 
been sharply reduced to 2% in order to dis- 
pose of the accumulation, which is said io 
reach 2,000,000 pieces. Heavy brown goods 
have steadied under better Chinese inquiry 
but local retail and jobbing trade is restricted 
by unfavorable weather, 

‘Carpets and upholsteries improve, and in 
staple clothing woolens there is more activity, 
This brings out raw wool more freely, but 
there is not sufficient demand to advance prices 
in the face of heavy stocks and a large new 
clip coming forward, In fact, the accumula- 
tion of supplies has had a distinctly depress- 
ing influence, and in the Philadelphia market 
quotations are perceptibly easier. The decline 
extends to the entire ‘list of domestic wools, 
although not more than a cent in any grade.

Macon has on hand’ just such a similar 
fight. as has been going. on in Atlanta, 
though it has not assumed such an acute 
phase, - It is probable, however, the rep- 
resentatives of the city of Macon will 
join with those of Atlanta in the effort to 
secure legislation at the next session of 
the general assembly which will permit 
of a iegal tax upon the franchises of 
such corpor:cions, 

Comptroller General W. A. .Wright re- 
ceived a letter festerday from A. L. Mil- 
ler, of Macon, of the firm of Bacon, Mil- 
ler & Brurison, representing the Consol- 
ijated Street Ratlroad Company, of Ma- 
con, laying before him the facts relating 
to the assessment of that company’s 
property for taxation, especially with re- 
gard to the compariy’s franchise; and 

sking for his decision in the matter. 

Mr. Miller stated that the city tax as- 
sessors of Macon and the officials of the 
company had agreed upon an assessment 
of the property itself, but that the as- 
sessors insisted on adding $100,000 as the 
value of the company's franchise.

| The question came up some time ago in 


the arbitration over the tax returns of 
the Atlanta Railway and Power Compa- 
ny, and Railroad Commissioner Spencer 
R. Atkinson, as arbitrator, representing 
the state, held at that time that a spe- 
cific tax on the Ccompany’s franchise 
could not be levied. 

This is the way the matter stands, and 
under the present laws it will not be 
possible for Macon to assess the street 
railroad company’s franchise and tax it. 
The chances are, however, that Macon 
has her eye on &@ good thing, and her 
representatives in the legislature will, 
no doubt, join with those from Atlanta 
and other cities of the state in the effort 
to secure legislation at the next session 
of the general assembly which will: en- 
able them to tax these franchises. 

The difficulty in Georgia is the property 
is assessed for taxation item’ by item, 
and not as a whole, as is the case in 
some of the states, and the total value of 
the property of a corporation in Georgia 
is the sum value of the separate items. 
The franchise as 4 separate and distinct 
item cannot be assessed, so it does not 
enter into the computation of the returns. 
In certain states, however, the total val- 
ue of the property is taken account of at 
one fell swoop, it being based on the 
actual value of the property held itself 
as well as on its earning power and re- 
ceipts.

Governor Deluged with Letters frem 
Friends ef Candidates. 


PAYNE AGAINST ARRINGTON. 


Both Are Anxious To Be on State 
Board of Pharmacy. 


VACANCY WILL WOT OCCUR UNTIL FALL 


| Will Be Caused by Expiration of 


Term of Dr. Payne, Who Is 
Seeking Reappointment.

“There is a hard fight already for the 
coming vacancy on the state board of 
pharmacy .which will be caused by the 
expiration of the term of Dr. George F. 
Payne, of Atlanta, former state chemist. 

At the last convention of the State 
Pharmacentical Ascociation, held in At- 
lanta a short time ago, five candidates 
were named for presentation to the gov- 
ernor, and from this list he is to select 
one to fill the vacancy that will occur 
some time in the fall. The five named 
by ‘the association are Drs, George F. 
Payne, of Atlanta; H. H. Arrington, of 
Rome; J. E. Kidd, of Milledgeville; J. A. 
Solomons, of Savannah, and W. 8. Davis. 

Already the fight is on for the vacancy 
and the contest is waxing hot between 
Drs. Payne and Arrington. Governor Can- 
dler’s mail is being deluged with letters 
from friends of both parties to such an 
extent that some one suggested to him 
yesterday that in order to reply to all 
those who are writing to him he will 
have to have a circular letter printed 
stating that such and such a recom- 
mendation has been received and placed 
on file. The governor’s time was taken 
up yesterday principally with reading 
these recommendations. Out of about 
125 or 150 letters received at the executive 
office yesterday, at least 100 of them 
were recommendations from: friends of 
one or the other of these pharmacists 
recommending them strongly for appoint- 
ment on the state board of pharmacy. 

The friends of Dr. Payne urge that he 
is one of the oldest and best known phar- 
macists in the state, that he has served 
for years on the state board of pharma- 
cy, and that he is in every way well 
They hold on 
this aecount that he should be re-ap- 
pointed. 

The friends of Dr. Arrington assert 
that he is one of the best known and 
most capable pharmacists in the state, 
that there is no member on the state 
board of pharmacy who resides north of 
Atlanta, and that that section of the 
state is entitled to a member. 

This the contest goes on and the gov- 
ernor is wondering where he will find 
space to put the letters as they come in 
from day to day. He did not say any- 
thing about what he intends to do, but 
intimated that the appointment wouid 
not be made at the present time. The 
vacancy does not occur until October or 
November, and there is no reason why 
there should be any hurry about the 
matter. Probably befo the appoint- 
ment is made the contest will have sub- 
sided to some extent, and the differences 
in the ranks .of the pharmacists may 
have been settled.

To Inspxct the Dairy Herds About 
the City. 


PRESENT DANGER OF TUBERCULOSIS 


Board Does Not Require Owners of 
Little Tyrol To Drain Fish 
Poni—Action Deferred. 


The city’s need of a veterinary surgeon 
was one of the principal topics that 
came up for discussion at the meeting 
of the board of health held yesterday. 
Nearly all of the members of the board 
present had something to say on the sub- 
ject. 

The board will probably appeal to 
council at an early date for an appropri- 
ation to pay the salary of a veterinarian 
who may be employed by the board, 
whose duty it shall be to inspect the va- 
rious dairy herds about the city, so as 
to prevent cases of tuberculosis from 
infected milk. 

The matter has been discussed before, 
and members of the board of health have 
pointed out the danger that might come 
from such a source. Some of the dairy- 
men who furnish milk to residents of the 
city might through ignorance sell milk 
that came from a cow that had tubercu- 
losis or some other contagious disease. 

The question was gone over carefully 
yesterday by the members of the board, 
but no action was taken. It is net im- 
probable that at, the next meeting of 
the board a request to council for 4n ap- 
propriation will be formulated. 

Another matter that came up vwas the. 
question of whether the owners of Little 
Tyrol, on Ponce de Leon avenue, should 
be made to drain the fishpond on the 
premises. At a previous meeting of the 
board a number of residents in the 
neighborhood had presented a petition 
asking that the owners of the property 
be made to drain the pond, because the 
water was stagnant and qa menace to 
health. 

A. J. Orme, one of the owners of the 
property, appeared before the board 
yesterday and made certain representa- 
tions that caused the board to defer ac- 
tion on the matter. : 

Other business transacted by the board 
was routine.

JUDGE NEWMAN’S CHARGE 
TO THE CAMP CREEK JURY 


Gentlemen of the Jury: The plaintiff brings 
her action against the defendant railway com- 
pany and says that on June 23, 1!900, her 
husband, W. R. Lawrence, was killed while 
a& passenger on one of the defendant’s trains 
by the disaster at Camp creek, described in 
the pleadings and in the evidence, She sues 
to recover the value of her husband's life, 

The defendant, by on¢g/of its pleas, admits 
that it is liable to the/Mlaintiff for the value 
of her husband's life’ unless it can show as 
to, which it assumes the burden of proof, 
that the disaster to the train referred to was 
caused by the act.of God, 

A railroad company does not insure the safe- 
ty of its passengers, but it does, under the 
law, owe to passengers on its traine-the duty 
of extraordinary care and diligence in their 
protection, and it is liable for slight neglect. 
This applies as well to the maintenance and 
care of its tracks as to the running of its 
trains. 

Extraordinary diligence ts that extreme care 
and caution which very prudent and thought- 
ful persons use in securing and preserving their 
own property. 

It is claimed that the railway company fail- 
ed to exercise the degree of diligence required 
of it in the instance now under consideration— 
so far as is now insisted upon, 

1. In the construction of the culvert {n ques- 
tion and especially its foundation or the char- 
acter of material on which it was placed; and-— 

(b) Did not maintain the foundation properly 
in the respect as they contend that it was 
allowed to wash or scour to an extent tending 
to weaken it and cause its fall. 

2. In not properly constructing the embank- 
ments adjoining the culvert in that the earth 
Was not properly packed and that the surface 
of the culvert wall was smooth. 

3. In not guarding and having a watchman 
at the culvert on the night of the 23d of 
June, in-view of the great rainfall on that 
day and theretofore. 

4. In allowing the train to proceed from Mc- 
Donough at its usual speed in view of what 
should have been anticipated as to the danger 
at Camp creek culvert. 

Certain rules of the defendant company are 
set out by the plaintiff in an amendment duly 
filed. It is alleged that the employees of the 
company failed to comply with or observe 
these rules, and that this failure pried 
to cause the casualty. These rules « as fol- 
lows: 

“824. They must see that the tracks are 
properly patrolled at aligtimes; that watchmen 
are especially assigned dangérous points as 
may be -necessary, a im. case of violent 
storms, high winds and other emergencies that 
all exposed parts of the road are guarded; that 
all necessary means are employed and every 
possible effort is made to keep the track safe, 
and that every precaution is taken to prevent 
accident to trains, 

“858. During violent storms or high water 
they must see that all exposed parts of their 
sections are carefully guarded: must use all 
means in their power to prevent damage to 
the roadway and the tracks and must see that 
trains are not allowed to pass over any part 
of the road where there is reason to appre- 
hend danger until it is known to be safe 

“839. They must see that the roadway and 
tracks are properly patrolled and watched, and 
must personally inspect every part of their 
seetions at least twice each week. 

"398. In case of heavy rain or high water 
they must observe great caution in approach- 
ing bridges, culverts and other parts of thé 
road liable to be damaged thereby, and be as- 
sured of the safety of the same before attempt- 
ing to pass them.” 

Only. two of these rules need construction, 
Nos. 824 and 858, and as to them the ex- 
pression ‘‘exposed.’’ The court instructs you 
that the expression ‘‘exposed,’’ as used in the 
connection it is in these rules, means ‘‘subject 
to,’’ or ;*"In danger of,"’ or “‘lable to be affected 
by;’’ that is to say, as the court understands 
the rule and interprets it to you, that such 
portions of the railway track as were Mable to 
be affected as to safety, by water from natural 
streams or rainfall, or both combined, should 
be carefully guarded as provided in the rules, 
These are the only rules that need any inter- 
pretation; the others are in plain language and 
there is nothing ambiguous about them, 


/ 


are set up by the plaintiff against the defend- 
ant in this case, The defendant by its pledge 
denies all this negligence. I shall refer to 
them again in a moment, ' 

The defendant, as I have stated to you, has 
assumed the burden of showing that the cas- 
ualty in question was caused by the act of 
God. It is incumbent on the defendant, in 
the opinion of the court, having assumed this 
burden, to show you that the casualty was the 
result of the act of God, unaccompanied ty 
and unmixed with negligence on its part, or 
that of its servants and employees in the dis- 
charge of their respective duties in the matter 
in question. : 

The act of God has been defined by very 
High authority to be a natural necessity which 
could not have been occasioned by the inter- 
vention of man, but proceeds from physical 
causes alone, such as the violence of the 
winds or seas, lightning or other natural ac- 
cident. It has also been called that kind 
force of the elements which human ability 
could not have foreseen nor prevented; such 
as lightning, tornadoes, sudden squalls of 
wind. 

The act@f God is an overpowering and over- 
whmtng esa cause, and to be used as @ 
defense iff this case it must be an overpowering 
and overwhelming natural cause unaccomp3- 
nied by or unmixed with human agency, and 
it must have been the proximate and imme- 
diate cause of the disaster. A sudden and 
wholly unexpected and unprecedented flood 
would be an act of God, and if such a flood 
chused the destruction of the culvert at Camp 
creek and the consequent disaster to the train, 
and if the officials of the railroad company 
exercised the highest degree of practical care 
and skill in the construction of the culvert 
and the adjoining embankments, and in the 
subsequent maintenance of the same, and in 
the examination, inspection and care of the 
same, and if the officials of the company did 
all that the highest degree of practical care 
required in reference to the examination, in- 
spection and guarding of the culvert on the 
night tn question, and if there was ne negli- 
gence on their part in allowing the train to 
proceed from McDonough over the Camp creek 
culvert, the defendant would not be lable in 
this case. If, on the other hand, the jury be- 
lieves that notwithstanding the fact that the 
rain was unusual and extraordinary and un- 
precedented, and the flood unprecedented, yet 
if there had been a failure on the part of the 
servants and agents of the defendant company 
to exercise the highest degree of practical skill 
and care in the construction and maintenance 
of the culvert and embankments in question, 
or in the matter of the inspection, examination 
and guarding of the culvert and embankments, 
and protection of the train on the night in 
question, the defendant would be liable and 
the plaintiff should recover in this case, 

The jury should look at this whole matter as 
the situation was before the accident. It is 
much easier to see how a disaster could be 
averted after its occurence than before, and 
it is due the railroad company and its officials 
and employees that the question of their care 
or want of care should be tested by the situ- 
ation of affairs before the casualty, and as the 
circumstances then were. . 

Where there has -been along the line of a 
railroad company extraordinary and unusual 
rainfall, it is the duty of the company to take 
every reasonable precaution to see that its 
track, bridges and culverts Hable to be affect- 
ed thereby are safe, and the extent of its 
care and protection to its track should .be com- 
mensurate with the danger to be apprehended. 
If there was reason on the part of the em- 
ployees of the railway company to apprehend 
danger on the 23d of June to this culvert, the 
action of the company’s employees should have 
been in accordance therewith, and train No, 7 
should not have been permitted to proceed 
from McDonough until proper examination had 
shown the culvert to be safe If there was 
no reason on the part of the employees to 
apprehend danger, liability in this respect 
would not attach, or if proper examination 
and inspection was made, the duty would be 
discharged. 

The plaintiff In this case has offered no evi- 
dence, unless the admission by the defendant 
of a prima facie case for her be so considered, 
and she stands ae to the question of liability 
on the evidence offered by .the defendant. If 
the evidence offered by the defendant fails to 
show that this disastr was caused by the act 


of 


M@ind no reason to anticipate 


may avail herself of the same and have at 
your hands the benefit thereof. 

In determining whether or not the railroad 
company in this case exercised éxtraordinary 
diligence, the jury has the right to consider 
all the circumstances, They have the right 
to consider any knowledge of officers, agents 
or employees of the railroad company as to 
the severity of the storm; any such knowl- 
edge ag to the condition of the waters at 
Camp creek culvert; what opportunities were 
open to such officers, agents or employees to 
ascertain the condition of affairs at such cui- 
vert before the train was permitted to proceed; 
the means open to such officers, agents cr 
employees to reach said culvert — be- 
fore the passage of the train, and as- 
certain its condition; the length of time sald 
train was detained at McDonough: the notice 
which such officers, agents or employees may 
have had of washouts or dangers which its 
track had suffered, or been exposed to in 
the vicinity, 

The court Instructs the jury that the de- 
fendant, as a common carrier of passengers 
over its railroad in fts cors, did not undertake 
to insure or absolrtely guarantee the safety 
of the plaintiff’s husband and the defendant 
was not bound to have its roadbed. or track, 
or culvert, or er “ankn-ent, absolutely safe, nor 


did the law rée,are the defendant to adopt 


every possible precaut‘on to prevent the homi- 
cide of the plaintiff's husband, and the per- 
sons in charge of its railroad ‘and fts officers 
and servants in charge thereof were only rs- 
quired to use that degree of care which very 
prudent railroad men wovld exercise under 
like circumstances. 

If the jury bellfeve from the evidence that 
at the time said train was wrecked and the 
homicide of plaintiff's hveband occurred, the 
servants of the defendants were exercising and 
kad exercised the highest practicable diligence 
which capable and faithfu] ratlroai men wold 
exercise under similar circumstances, and that 
the road, and track, and embankment, and 
culvert, were weakened and the culvert and 
embankment and track washed out and washed 
away a few minutes before the arrival of the 
train by a sudden and urprecedented rein 
storm or cloud burst or flood of water which 
eculd not reasonably have been expected to 
oceur, and that said train was in direct con- 
sequence thereof wrecked, and the plaintiff's 
husband killed, then the platntif? cannot re- 
cover jn this action and the finding must be 
for the defendent. 

If au accident should happen from an extraor- 
Ginary flood or a sudden and unprevedented 
rainfall or cloudburst or flood of waters on a 
roadbed and track, and culvert, which had 
been properly constructed and kept in good re- 
pair when the cgents and employees of the rail- 
road were in the due exercise of that degree of 
caution and prudence necessary at all times 
and when they cid not have from 
information conveyed to them or from their 
own personal observation, reasonable grounds 
to anticipate impending danger and conse- 
quently did not use such extraordinary pre- 
eautions as might otherwise have averted it, 
then the law characterizes it as an act of 
God and such inevitable accident as is incident 
to all human works and which would release 
the company from Hability. 

If the jury believe from the evidence in 
this case that the track, roadbed, embankment, 
fill and culvert at the place where said train 
was wrecked were properly constructed and 
were sufficient to carry off all the water, and 
if said culvert was sufficient to carry off 
all the water which might reasonably be ex- 
pected to fall and flow through said culvert, 
and if said culvert had been examined by the 
defendant through itg eervants a short time 
prier to said wreck,'ahd if at the time of 
the examination of said culvert it appeared 
that the same was easily and successfully 
carrying off and discharging alj water which 
had coliected above it and that at that time 
there was no indication of y further flood 
hat the waters 
above said culvert would rise higher or to such 
an extent that said culvert would be unable to 
carry off and discharge the same, but on, the 
con at the ime of such examination 
said culvert was not half full, then there would 
be mo necessity or obligation resting upon the 
defendant to again examine said culvert prior 
to the passage of the train which was wrecked, 
unless in the meantime some other fact or 
cause had intervened to reguire further ex- 
amination upon the part of such defendant by 


its agents. 

Railroad companies are bound to the most 
exact care and diligence not only in the man- 
agement of trains and cars but also in the 
structure and care of the track, and in all the 
subsidiary arrangements necessary to the safe- 
ty of passengers. While the law demands 
extraordinary care and diligence for the safety 
of the passenger, it does not require railroad 
companies to exercise all the - care, skill and 
diligence. of which the human mind can con- 

such as will free the poe i 


They are, however, required to provide ‘all 
things necessary to the security of the pfs- 
senger, reasonably consistent with their busi- 
ness, arid appropriate to the means of convey- 
ance employed by them, and to adopt the 
highest degree of practical care, diligence and 
skill that is consistent with the operating of 
their roads, and that will not render their use 
impracticable or inefficient for the intended 
rurposes of the same. 

The jury will not consider any matters which 
are not in proof. So if questions have. been 
asked and answers thereto been given, based 
vpon supp ed conditions of fact, and those 
conditions have not been proven, then the jury 
must not consider any of the answers to such 
questions. The plaintiff's counsel having asked 
trany questions based upon a condition of 
facts which they stated would be proven, the 
answers to such questions must not be con- 
sidered by the jury, unless such condition of 
fact has been established by proof. 

Plaintiff's counge] request the court to charge 
the jury: 

If the conductor of the train, knowing of 
heavy rain of high water, ran the train in 
violation of rule No.. 398, and an observance 
of such rule would have prevented the in- 
jury, the defendant would be Hable. 

If the agents or employees of the defend- 
ant knew or ought to have known of heavy 
rain or high water, and, though having op- 
portunity to do so, failed to inform th® con- 
ductor, and the train was thereupon run in 
ignorance by those running it of such heavy 
rain or high water, misled by the information 
given them or the failure to inform them, 
and thereby the injury was contributed to, 
defendant would be Hable. 

INSTRUCTION NO. 1]. 

While the law requires extraordinary care 
and diligence of the carriers of passengers, 
this does not mean that the carrier is required 
to employ officers, agents, or employees, who 
possess the highest degree of ability and skill 
in all the principles of the science of engi- 
neering, etc., but they are required to emplor 
such officers, agents and emplovees. of that 
skill and ability which such officers, agents 
and employees usually possess, who are em- 
ployed by other careful and prudent carriers, 
engaged in the carriage of passengers; and 
the extraordinary care and diligence which the 
law imposes upon carricrs is such extraor- 
dinary care and diligence which such officers, 
agents and employees, with the skill and abil- 
ity possessed by persons occupying such posi- 
tions usually possess may be able to éxercise 
under that requirement of the law; therefore 
the defendant would not be required to furnish 
section foremen possessing the ability and 
skill of the chief engineer, but such skill and 
ability as are possessed by section foremen 
in the employment of railroads generally, and 
this same oo applies to all other officers 
agents and employees of the defendant. and 
if you believe these officers, agents and em- 
ployees of the defendant possessed such ahbil- 
ity and skill as such officers, agents and em- 
ployees usually possess, who fill those posi- 
tions generally, with other prudent and careful 
railroad companies, then the defendant is not 
wanting in diligence in this respect, and if you 
believe these officers, agents and employees ex- 
ercised the extraortiinary care and diligence 
of such persons possessing such ability and 
skill, then the defendant has exercised that 
ongres of care and diligence required ty 
aw. 

If the jury believe, under the Instructions 1 
have given them and under the evidence, that 
the greg is entitled to recover, she is en- 
titled to recover the full value of the life of | 
the deceased. In the opinion of the court the 
jury should value the life of the deceased by / 
the amount he was earning at the e of his | 
death. There has been considerable controversy 
as to the right to go beyond this, but it seems 
to be the only safe rule to adopt in measuring 
the pecuniary value of a life, and the court so 
instructs you. 

Some tables have been attached by the ée- 
fendant to its plea by Which it assumed the 
burden of proof in this case. One of those 
tables will give you the expectancy of human 
life, and you will ascertain, having the age of 
the deceased at the time of his death, what his 
expectancy would be. You have another table 
showing the value of an annuity. The pur- 
pose of this table, if you should desire to use 
it, is to aid you in arriving at the present 
value of what the deceased would have earned 
during his life. To take -the number of 
years of expectancy the deceased would have, 
and ge «J that by his earning capacity per 
annum would not be right, you perceive in a 
moment. because you are paying the money 
now. The purpose should be to give such an 
amount as with interest at the rate you may 
determine will pay to the plairtiff in thie 
case each year the amount her husband would 
have earned and leave nothing at the 
of the period.

Cotton Steadier—Scored Light Gains. 


New York, May 3!.—There was a surfeit of 
hews upon which to base ventures in coiton 
today, but the business done reflected con- 
tracting rather than broadening speculation. 
Taken as a whole the market was steadier «nd 
Score’ flight net gains. But the day was 
unsatisfactory from ~ business standpotn’. and 
Jeft longs and shorts still in doubt as to the 
near future. The opening was quiet and firm 
with prices 3 points lower to 3 points higher. 
Liquidation of near months caused the de- 
cline. -The far months were supported by a 
few commission hcuses and restless shorts. 
Following the call, the market steadied dcde- 
cidediy on increased demand from the bear 
side and decreased offerings.

Movement Among the Presbyterians 


on the Boulevard. 
OUTLOOK MOST ENCOURAGING 


Preliminary Steps Will-Be Taken To- 
morrow Afternoon. 


AT - JACKSON HILL BAPTIST CHURCH 


Seceders from Fourth ‘Presbyterian 
Church Join the Move- 
' jment. 


Following the action of Rev. T. C. 
Cleveland in resigning the pastorate of 
the Fourth Presbyterian church on last 
Sunday morning, fifty-two members of 
the church have been granted letters of 
dismissal and tomorrow afternoon at 3 
o’elock in the Jackson Hill Baptist 
church, which has been secured for the 
purpose, they will join with other Pres- 
byterians on the east side in forming an 
independent organization, 

At present nothing will be attempted 
beyond a Sunday school and a prayer 
meeting and the seceding members of_the 
Fourth Presbyterian church will tempor- 
arily connect themselves with other 


churches while engaged in the 
preliminary work which needs to 
be undertaken in advance of any formal 
church organization. For some time past 
there has been a movement on foot among 
the Presbyterians in the neighborhood of 
the Boulevard looking toward the forma- 
tion of another Presbyterian church on 
the east side. and the action of the seced- 
ing members in withdrawing from _ the 
Fourth church onens the way for carry- 
ing out this project. Scattered over the 
ridge traversed by the Boulevard there 
are many Presbyterian families who are 
connected with various churches in the 
city. and by -uniting them together an ef- 
fective organization can be’ formed with- 
out impairing the strength of any other 
church. In order that no time may be 
lost from the movement the work of pre- 
liminary organization will be undertaken 
tomorrow afternoon. Every Presbyterian 
family in the neighborhood of the pro- 
posed church has been notified of the 


gurated under highly auspicious circum- 
stances. 

Rev. T: H. Rice, D.D., pastor of the 
Central Presbyterian church; Rev. C. P. 
Bridewell, pastor of the First Presbyte- 
rian church, and Rev. R. O. Flinn pas- 
tor of the North Avenue Presbyterian 
church, are heartily in sympathy with the 
movement and are expected to be on hand 
tomorrow for the purpose of speaking 
words of encouragement. Rev. T. 
Cleveland, former pastor of the Fourth 
Presbyterian church, will also be present. 
Mr. Cleveland has accepted an invitation 
to engage in ministerial work in New 
England, and on this account he will not 
be actively connected with the movement 
looking toward the organization ‘of the 
new church, but in advance of leaving 
the city he will rendér the cause every 
aid possible. At the meeting tomorrow 
evening it is expected that fully two hun- 
dred people will be present. Just as soon 
as the movement is successfully launched 
the presbytery will be petitioned to of- 
ganize the body Into an independent 
church organization. 

Until further arrangements are made, 
the Sunday school exercises will be he!d 
at 3 o’cleck on Sunday afternoons and 
prayer meeting services at 7:30 o’clock on 
Thursday evenings. There will: also be 
preaching on Sunday afternoons immedi- 
ately following the Sunday school exer- 
cises. In the spirit of generous Christian 
hospitality the members of the Jackson 
Hill Baptist church have kindly offered 
ti.e use of the building for an indefinite 
length of time.

Hon. F. G. duBignon Held the Posi- 
“tion in a Dual Capacity. 


STILL ON. UNIVERSITY BOARD 


But He Remains There as an ex-Of- 
ficio Member, Being President — 
of the G., N. and I. College. 


Hon. Fleming G. duBignon, of Savan- 
nah, has submitted his resignation as 
trustee of the State university from the 
state at large to Governor Allen D, Can- 
dler. 

The reason for Mr. duBignon’s resigna- 
tion is that he has held the position of 
trustee, practically since the death of 
Governor Atkinson, in a dual capacity. 
Mr. duBignon was one.of the trustees 
from the state at large, and he was also 
an ex-officio member of the board by 
reason of the fact that he became presi- 
dent of the board of directors of the Geor- 
gia Normal and Industria! college at Mil- 
ledgeville, upon the death of Governor 
Atkinson. He will still remain a mem- 
ber of the board in the latter capacity. 

This will necessitate the appointment 
of a new trustee of the university from 
the state at large, and the governor will 
probably make the appointment within 
the next two or three days. 

Among those most prominently men- 
tioned in connection with the appoint- 
ment to fill the vacancy by Mr. duBign- 
on’s resignation is Hon. Hamilton 
McWhorter, of Lexington. Several of 
Judge McWhorter’s friends have urged 
him as one of the best selections the 
governor could make. 

Mr. duBignon’s letter of resignation to 
the governor is as follows: | 

“Savannah, Ga., May 22, 1901.—Hon. Al- 
len D. Candler, Governor, Atianta, Ga.— 
Dear Governor: I hereby tender by res- 
ignation as a member of the state board 
of trustees of the University of Georgia 
from the state at large. As you are 
aware, 1 am’ an ex-officio member of this 
board by virtue of the office I hold as 
president of the board of directors of the 
Georgia Normal and Industrial college, 
and it fs for this reason that I have ten- 
dered my resignation as a member of the 
board from the state at large. Very re- 
spectfully yours, F. G. duBIGNON.,” 

Mr. duBignon’s resignation has been 
expected on account of the fact as stat- 
ed in his letter that he was a trustee in 
a double capacity. 

The governor, it is understood, has sev- 
eral names of prominent Georgians before 
him, and will probably make the appoiftt- 
ment some time within the next two or 
three days.

MUST TAKE FREIGHT 


Will Have To Accept It from Tifton, 


Thomasville and Galf. 
DISCRIMINATION MUST STOP 


Important Decision Rendered by the 
Raijroad Commission. 


THE ROAD REQUIRED PREPAYMENT 


It Must Treat T., T. and G. Just as It 
Treats Plant System and Other 
Roads. 


The railroad commisajon at a meeting 
held yesterday morning poe that the 
Georgia Northern rafirodd must receive 
freight from the Tifton, Thomasville and 
Gulf railroad at Moultrie on the same 
basis on which it receives it from. the 
Plant system and other lines at other 
points. 

The matter before the commission was 
an important one in that it involved the 
question of the discrimination of one 
railroad against another, and not the dis- 
crimination of railroads against the pub- 
lic. The Tifton, Thomasville and Gylf 
complained that the Georgia Northern 
refused to receive freight from it at 
Moultrie for transmission to points on the 


line of the Georgia: Northern without. 


the prepayment of the freight charges, 
though it accepted freight from the Plant 
system at other points without requiring 
such prepayment. — 

It was charged that this was an unjust 
discrimination against the Tifton, 
Thomasville and Gulf, and its patrons to 
whom the freights are consigned. The 
Georgia Northern claimed as one reason 
for making this requirement that the 
Tifton, Thomasville and Gulf was bor- 
dering on insolvency and it did not de- 
sire to accept the freight without such 
prepayment. After this the Tifton, 
Thomasville and Gulf agreed to give bond 
to the Georgia Northern in any amount 
necéssary to secure the payment of such 
charges. Even this did not suit the Geor- 
gia Northern and the case went before 
the railroad commission, being argued by 
counsel for both sides about two weeks 


ago. 
The Commission’s Decision. 

The following is the resolution adopted 
with regard to the case by the commis- 
sion at its meeting yesterday: 

Whereas, in the matter of the com- 
plaint filed by the Tifton, Thomas- 
ville and Gulf railroad vs. the Georgia 

Northern railroad, alleging that the 

Georgia Northern Railroad Company 

at Pidcock received shipments of 

freight from the Plant system without 
requiring the prepayment of freight 
charges, and that they refused to re- 
ceive shipments of freight of like vhar- 
acter from the Tifton, Thomasville and 

Gulf railroad at Moultrie, destined to 
points on the.Georgia Northern rail- 

road, and after hearing the evidence in 

the case and arguménits oy counsel 
representing complainants and defend- 
ants, the commission. has reached the 
conclusion that:the Georgia Norvhern 
railroad in receiving, shipments of 
freight from the Plant system at Pid- 
cock without requiring the prepay- 
ment of freight and. refusing to re- 
ceive shipments of freight of like char- 
acter from the Tifton, Thomasville 
and Gulf at Moultrie destined to points 
on the Georgia Northern railroad is an 
unjust discrimination against the Tif- 
ton, Thomasville and Gulf Railroad 

Company; therefore be it 

Resolved, That the chairman of this 
commission be instructed and «airected 
to sign an order directing the Georgia 

Northern railroad to discontinue said 

discrimination against the Tifton, 

Thomasville and Gulf Railroad Com- 

pany, and to take such other and fur- 

ther action in the premises as may be 
necessary. 

This is regarded as one of the most 
important cases the commission has had 
before it in a year. The effect of it is 
that the railroads must not discriminate 
against each other. If they do the com- 
mission will entertain complaints and 
right wrongs just as in the case of pri- 
vate individuals or outside corporations 
making such complaints.
